The third section is: “That if 
on adjustment of said grants it shall 
appear that the homestead or pfetémption 
entry of any bona fide settler has been 
erroneously canceled on account of — 
railroad grantor withdrawal of public la 
from the market, each settler, upon applica- 
tion, shall be reinstated in all his rights

Daring the Year.

Nicholas M. Bell, Superin- 
tendent of Foreign Mails, in bis annual re- 
port, says: “The weights of mails con- 
veyed from the United States to foreien 
countries during the yearshow an increase 
n trans-Atlantic mails offf10.59 per cent. of 
letters, and 12.35 per cent. of other articles. 
The mails for Central and South Americam 
countries show an even more gratifying 
rcent. of letters, and 
20.49 per cent of other articles. In some cases 
the mails incréased more than 200 per cent. 
There is no‘table in the case of} Venezuela, 
where the increase was 236 percent. “AS 
the greater part of the correspondence ex- 
changed with these countries is 2 
in its character,“ says the report, “the 
crease may be rightfully attributed to in- 
creased business relations with them.“ The 
cost of the foreign service during the year 
was $437,447, of which $429,096 was compen- 
sation for sea conveyance, an increase for 
the year of $86,447.

Prince ISmarck has been paying his
